133 Listed 
By Army as 


Slain in Action 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—) 
The War Department made public 
today the names of 133 United 


States Army personnel killed in 
action. The announcement in- 
cludes casualties in the Alaskan, 
Asiatic, European, North Ameri- 
can, North African, South Pacific 
and Southwest Pacific areas and 
in the Philippine Islands. 

The Navy Department also an- 
nounced 35 casualties in naval 
forces, including one dead and 34 
missing. This raises to 24,430 the 
total of Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard casualties reported 
to next of kin since December 7, 
1941. 

The Navy also issued its sixth 
Merchant Marine casualty list, 
carrying the names of six dead 
and 282 missing. It covers the 
period from February 1 to Feb- 
ruary 28, inclusive. Eighteen 
states, including Alabama, Arkan- 
sas. Kentucky and Mississippi, 
were not represented.

Customers Learn 


How To Buy

“Collins’ Market” is one grocery 
store in which point rationing pre- 
sents few problems. Its manager, 
blonde, curlyheaded Don Collins, 


of high four at Nathan B. Forrest 
school, says his customers need 
but little instruction in their shop- 
ping (though he does have an offi- 
cial OPA table of point values 
posted), and “the black market 
doesn’t worry us a bit.” 

This grocery store, with empty 
tin cans and paper vegetables as 
its chief stock, is set up on three 
tables in the high four classroom 
at Forrest school and, though it 
was originally assembled for a 
class skit, has become an integral 
part of the arithmetic lesson each 
day. 

‘Customers’ Arrive. 

Miss Eloise Hogan, the teacher, 
provided two pairs of highheeled 
shoes, in which two “customers” 
shop each day, learning to figure 
point values instead of the old 
arithmetic lesson of “if I have 
three apples, etc.” 

Yesterday “Mrs. Simmons (Jean 
Glinn) and “Mrs. White” (Barbara 
Pittman) had their turn. 

They came into the store just as 
the strawhatted janitor, Donald 
Gardiner, was finishing cleaning 
up the store and Mr. Collins was 
putting on his long white apron. 

Getting out their ration books 
(which are complete down to hay- 
ing perforations around the 
stamps, which “we punched with 
scossors”), they browsed around 
among the carrots, which have 
green paper frills at the top, be- 
fore selecting their purchases. Mr. 
Collins then consulted his point 
value table and told them how 
many points each can was worth. 
After a short pause while Mrs. 
Simmons zipped zippers bask and 
forth on her patent leather purse, 
a paper and pencil were produced 
and the two shoppers figured up 
their point values and tore out the 
proper number of stamps. 

“It’s All Very Legal.” 

“It really is a big help to par- 
ents, as well as a way of making 
arithmetic interesting,” Miss Ho- 
gan explained, “and the nice part 
about it is that they thought it 
all up themselves. You see, we 
have assembly once a week, plan- 
ned and executed by different 
groups, and Don’s committee 
thought of this idea the week

Production of airplane parts has 
begun at the monster aircraft as- 
sembly plant of the Bell Corpo- 
ration at Marietta, it was revealed 
by construction officials yesterday 
as pop-eyed legislators and capitol 
attaches were given a first-hand 
picture of the sprawling enter- 
prise. 

Although construction is only 90 
per cent complete and full deliv- 
ery of buildings is scheduled for 
mid-April, tools already have been 
moved into the main building, ma- 
terials spotted along the assembly 
line and actual work on primary 
parts undertaken. 

Army censorship does not allow 
publication of exact dimensions, 
but L. W. (Chip) Robert, main 
contractor who chartered a special 
six-car train to show his guests 
around, disclosed these startling 
statistics on the size of the main, 
air-conditioned building: 

Staggering Dimensions. 

1, The entire United States cot- 
ton crop could easily be housed 
in it. 

2. Twenty-seven miles of dou- 
ble-track subway lines could be 
run in the main building’s base- 
ment. 

3. Sixty-three football games 
could be played simultaneously on 
the plant’s floor. 

4. Inside the big building is a 
three-story edifice almost as large 
as the biggest cotton mill in Geor- 
gia, which\means the world. 

5. To change all bulbs of the 
fluorescent lighting system would 
cost $350,000. 

Robert’s guests were taken right 
into the building aboard the spe- 
cial train and stepped out into a 
concourse of steel and concrete 
made as bright as day. They were 
shown a door ,bundreds of feet 
wide which can be opened- 
closed with thé pres$ of a thimb 
on an electric switch. . 

Outside they saw bulldozers and 
tractors making molehills out of 
mountains of red clay. Inside 
they saw workmen going about 
their jobs as oblivious to opera- 
tions across the building as if they 
were in another town, while exec- 
utives scooted about on put-puts. 

Challenges Belief. 

It was hard for those who had 
seen ground broken for the plant 
less than a year ago to believe 
their eyes when they saw the 
plant, substantial and permanent 
looking, bespeaking a big part in 
the post-war manufacture of air- 
planes. 

“In the peace to come,” Robert 
said in a statement to his guests, 
“T can visualize that the additional 
labor that this great enterprise 
will use will absorb almost entire- 
ly our peacetime unemployment 
in this vicinity, a thing we have 
always wished and hoped and la- 
bored for.” 

The contractor did not touch, 
however, on the wartime man- 
power -shortage facing the na- 
tion’s production chiefs. 

Robert introduced during the 
trip Colonel R. W. York, division 
engineer; Major W. A. Freret, area 
engineer in charge of construction 
at the plant; Captain Harry Col- 
lins, Bell vice president who will 
operate the Georgia division, and 
Colonel C. W. O’Connor, Army Air 
Forces representative in charge of 
production.

There were two carriers, two or 
three cruisers, eight destroyers 
and four transports in that Jap- 
anese force—perhaps as strong an 
armada as that which struck at 
Pearl Harbor six months before— 
and palpably intent on invasion. 
Those transports never sighted 
Dutch Harbor and the whole at- 
tack resolved itself into a purely 
aerial stroke at the naval base.

Capture of 32 More 
Populated Places Is 
Revealed by Soviets 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

LONDON, March 16.—The Red Army rolled the Ger- 
mans back on the important front west of Moscow today, 
driving to within 50 miles of the powerful key Nazi base of 
Smolensk and capturing scores of populated places, but to 
the south in the strategic Donets basin below Kharkov Rus- 
sian troops were locked in a great defensive battle against 
strong German tank and motorized infantry forces. 


In this southern sector, the Ber-¢ 


lin radio said, the Russians were 
retreating east of Kharkov, beaten 
and in no position to attempt to 
retake the big city they evacuated 
yesterday, while the Russian mid- 
night communique, although re- 
porting tactical successes, made it 
clear heavy fighting was under 
way. 

“In the area of the middle 
course of the northern Donets,” 
said the midnight Soviet bulletin 


_|recorded here by the Soviet mon- 


itor, “our tankmen attacked a 
large column of enemy tanks and 
motorized infantry. As a result 
of the tank engagement the Ger- 
mans were hurled back with great 
losses. 

Reds Hold Swift Pace. 

“In another Sector our troops 
repulsed several enemy attacks 
and destroyed five German tanks, 
six lorries and 10 carts with war 
material. Our artillery fire dis- 
persed a battalion of enemy in- 
fantry which was coming up to 
the battlefield.” 

On the western front the Rus- 
sians maintained their swift pace. 
The noon communique reported 
that Russian troops captured sev- 
eral dozen populated places west 
of Vyazma along the main “Na- 
poleon road” to Moscow from the 
west, while the midnight bulletin 


stated that “a number” of pop- 
ulated places were taken in the 
Kholm-Zhirkovsky area to the 
north and 32 populated places 
south of Bely, in the same genera! 
area. 

Heavy Nazi Casualties. 

The Russians suggested these 
advances were made after stiff 
fighting, rather than that the Ger- 
mans were withdrawing in order. 
The noon communique spoke of 
“stubborn resistance” by the Ger- 
mans, and the midnight bulletin 
followed with announcement that 
the Red Army advanced by “over- 
coming strong enemy fire and 
counterattacks.” 

In occupying Kholm-Zhirkov- 
sky, capture of which was an- 
nounced yesterday, the Russians 
said they had taken 42 German 
tanks, 19 big guns, 60 machine- 
guns and other material, and in- 
flicted casualties which amounted 
to 1,000 officers and men in killed

Senior sea and air officers of the 


United States, Britain and Canada 
have worked out a master policy 
of antisubmarine warfare to pre- 
vent Hitler’s U-boat fleet from dis- 
rupting plans for the invasion of 
Europe expected this year. 


An announcement issued simul- 
taneously today in Washington, 
London and Ottawa, taken in con- 
junction with a_ statement by 
Prime Minister Churchill in the) 
house of commons, stressed the | 
theme of close co-operation by the 
three nations to combat the Nazi 
undersea offensive of the coming 
spring and summer. 

That the Nazis are planning 
such an offensive is generally ac- 
cepted as a fact in naval circles 
here and the belief is that it will 
be launched at a time when Ad- 
miral Karl Doenitz, the German 
naval chief, decides it will most 
effectively prevent or delay the 
opening of a United Nations land 
front in western Europe. 

Joint Announcement. 

The joint announcement said 
that the decisions regarding the 
conduct of antisubmarine opera- 
tions had been reached at a recent 
Washington conferénce presided 
over by Admiral Ernest J. King, 
commander-in-chief of the United 


| 


States fleet. King’s number one 
position at the meeting suggested | 
that he held a dominant role in| 
the war on the U-boats. 

There was no indication, how- | 
ever, that a so-called unified com-| 
mand for antisubmarine warfare 
had been or would be created. The 
evidence, according to well-quali- 
fied authorities, indicated rather 
that co-ordination would be 
achieved through the conference 
method with conference recom- 
mendations being put up to the 
combined chiefs-of-staff (British 
and American) for final action.

Hungry and discouraged because 
hoped-for Allied assistance failed 
to materialize, young men of 
France,, who had fled to the 
mountains in the Haute Savoie 
region to escape forced labor un- 
der the Nazis, were reported to- 
night to be filtering back home and 

surrendering to authorities. 


Hundreds were said, at least for 
the time being, to be giving up 
the struggle against odds which 
French observers here’ described 
as “suicidal” with Nazi S. S. and 
regular troops threatening to take 
a hand in the situation should 
French authorities be unable to 
deal with it. 

Defy Nazi Ultimatum. 


Som¢@ of the youths, however, 
were believed to have succeeded 
in reaching the insurgent bands 
led by former French army offi- 
cers who were repo well arm- 
ed and determined to fight the oc- 
cupation troops. :

When retailers and wholesalers first began exchanging coupons 
they received from rationed articles for additional supplies, they 
turned in the stamps pasted on gummed sheets. Now, however, 
there is a shortage of the gum which was used for this purpose, 
and another means of handling the coupons has been devised. 

All stamps received for rationed articles, with the exception of 
Basoline coupons, can now be placed in envelopes instead of on 
the gummed sheets, although dealers should use up the supply 
of these sheets which they already have on hand. 


, > . . 
New Regulations Listed 


For Turning in Ration Stamps 

Certain regulations must be met when these envelopes are used: 

1. No more than 500 stamps may be placed in one envelope. 

2. Stamps for only one type of commodity may be placed in 
the same envelope; that is, for example, sugar and coffee stamps 
may not be mixed. 

3. Only stamps with identical point values and with the same 
period of validity may be placed in the same envelope; that is, for 
example, during March, stamps A, B and C in War Ration book 
number 2 are good, so these should be placed in one envelope and 
never in the same envelope with stamps D, E, F, etc. Not all of 
the A, B and C coupons can be put together, though, because there 
are four stamps, each of a different point value, under each of these 
letters, and only the stamps of identical point value can be put 
together. For instance, stamps A-8, B-8 and C-8 may be put in 
the same envelope, but not mixed with stamps of lower point value. 


Put Name, Address 
On Envelope Flap 


-4. The person who actually puts the stamps into the envelope 
must then seal it, write his name and address on the sealed flap 
(his address will usually be that of the company which he rep- 
resents), and the date of deposit. 

5. The name of the company which is depositing these stamps 
anc its address must also be written on this sealed flap. 

6. On the front of the envelope should be written the number 
of stamps it contains, the point value of the stamps or the number 
of pounds of merchandise represented by the total number of 
sY¥amps, and the type of stamps, whether used for coffee, canned 
goods, or some other commodity. 

7. The company which receives this envelope in exchange for 
merchandise must then, in turn, write its name and address on the 


sealed flap. 


Food Ration Points

Penalty Now Possible 
For Lost Ration Book 


Beginning March 29, the date already announced for the ra- 
tioning of meat, cheese, and edible fats to go into effect, people 
are going to have to be more careful about where they keep those 
elusive ration books. 

Heretofore, there has been little difficulty in securing a dupli- 
cate in case a book was lost or mutilated, but because this was a 
widely known fact, some persons have not been as careful with 
their books as they might have been. 

Under this new regulation, if a local board finds that negli- 
gence has contributed to the loss or destruction of a book, they 
may refuse to issue a new book for as long as 60 days. The board 
may also require applicants to present additional evidence of loss 
or theft at a special hearing. 

This 60-day delay will be optional with each board, although 
duplicate books will probably not be issued until the applicant’s 
second application form has been sent to the Enforcement Section 


of the district office.

Workers, has made the flat declaration that, if 
members of his urmion do not receive a wage 
increase of $2 per day, work in the mines will 
cease by strike on April 1. 

It has been stated by authorities that there 
is a reserve stock of coal in this country 
sufficient only to meet demands for one month. 
Thus, if the mine strike is called, it means that 
all war plants operating on coal power, will 
have to cease turning out war equipment by 
May 1. 

In other words, our boys facing the enemy 
on fronts al] around the world will, on that 
date, be victims of a stab in the back admin- 
istered on the home front. 

Whether or not the mine workers should 
have this wage increase is beside the point. 
Whether it is the workers or the operators of 
the mines who are to blame, the traitorous 
nature of such a strike is unchanged.

There is, however, a way by which the 
guilty ones can be handled. 

This government has set up a competent 
authorit}? for the peaceful settlement of all 
such disputes. It is the War Labor Board. 
Judging by the record no man can fairly accuse 
that board of being unfair to labor. If its 
decisions have shown any bias, it has peen on 
the side of organized labor. 

Let that Board decide the present issue in 
the mine industry. . 

Then. if either mine workers or operatives 


refuse to abide by that decision, there are-

MacARTHUR PLANS WASHINGTON, March 16.—Encour- 
aged by our successes in the southeast 


Pacific, General MacArthur thinks the time is now ripe for striking 
even bolder blows against Japan. 

He has sent word to Washington that, given a little more equip- 
ment, the way is open for a successful Allied 
assault on Rabaul, the next Japanese fortified 
position beyond the Solomons. After that he 
is prepared to launch a drive for the recap- 
ture of the Philippines, which he vacated on 
presidential orders just about a year ago. 

General MacArthur wants to get back in the 
Philippines. It is one of his chief ambitions. 
When he was pulled out of there last year after 
his magnificent defense of Bataan he promised 
the Filipino people that he would be back. He 
wants to fulfill that promise. 

The whole questions of our south Pacific 
strategy is now undergoing discussion in Wash- 
ington. Some of our highest ranking generals 
in the area were recently brought back to the 
United States for conferences on the subject. 
Included among them are Lieutenant General 
George C. Kenney, brilliant commander of Al- 
lied air forces, who directed the recent assault 

which completely destroyed a Japanese convoy of 23 vessels in the 
Bismarck sea, and Major General Richard K. Sutherland, MacAr- 
thur’s oft-decorated chief of staff. : 

It is a sound guess that these officers will seek to persuade 
the War Department to give General MacArthur the go sign 
against the Japs. They share the Pacific general’s belief that the 
time to strike is now, while we have the Nipponese on the run. 
Given a moderate additional allotment of equipment—ships and 
planes, primarily—and the job can be done, they believe. 

Barry Faris, directing head of Interna-

tional News Service, recently quoted a 
high-ranking American officer in the Pacific theater as saying: 
“God, how I would like to have a little more stuff—just enough to 
really give those fellows a blasting.” 

Asked what he meant by a “littleymore,” the officer said: 

“I'll tell you. I meap the equivalent of just two days’ produc- 
tion of RJanes throughout the United States a menth. That’s about 
seven per cent of our total output. Give us seven per cent each 
month... and I guarantee that we can blast a path right through 
to Tokyo.” ! 

Now that we have consolidated our position in the Solomons and 
virtually chased the Japs out of New Guinea, General MacArthur 
is represented as feeling that it would be a comparatively easy 
matter to take the Jap stronghold of Rabaul, where 60 or 70 
enemy ships are stationed regularly. 


DOOR TO PHILIPPINES Once Rabaul falls into our hands 


the door to the Philippines would 
be open. From the Philippines the principal cities of Japan would 
be within easy range of our big bombers. The Japanese island 
fortress of Formosa, its chief naval base, is even closer. 

That probably explains why MacArthur is thinking in terms of 
the Philippines. Once we retake those islands the Pacific situa- 
tion will be well in hand. We will have the ships and planes 
necessary to hold them next time. And the Japs will be at our 
mercy on all sides. 

The beginning of the end of the war in the Pacific will come 
when we are able to move along that far in our plans. 

Whether we are able to give MacArthur what he is, asking and 
at the same time keep up our commitments in the other war 
theaters is another question, however. The strategy of the Allied 
high command calls for eliminating the European end of the Axis 
before striking with all of our might in the Pacific. 

From the beginning we have never 


HOLDING STRATEGY . 
. sought to do more than maintain a 


foothold in the Pacific. That is why we made no effort to reinforce 
our troops in the Philippines last year. We were determined only 
to hold Australia and New Zealand as future bases of operations 
against the Japs. The offensive moves we made in the Solomons 
and New Guinea were merely to perfect our position built around 
Australia. 

General MacArthur has done so well with his task that all 
threats against Australia seem to have been definitely removed. 
He should have no difficulty in holding the Japs at arm’s length 
until we get ready to deal with them in earnest. 

In the meantime, we are. ap- 


SECOND FRONT COMING 
proaching nearer each day the 


time when we will Jaunch the second front invasion of Europe. 
When that attack comes it will doubtless require the full weight 
of all facilities we are able to bring to bear. We cannot afford to 
take a chance of meeting the situation with too little. Infinitely 
better to have tod much. 

Lease-lend supplies we are sending to Russia and China make 
further demands on our equipment output. We cannot afford to 
deny either one of these Allies all we can spare. | 

The logic of the situation, therefore, would seem to call fo 
holding the MacArthur demands in abeyance until we are better 
able to meet them. It is far more important to get rid of the Ger- 
mans first. After that we and the British will give the Japs our 
undivided attention. There can be little doubt that when we do 
it will be enough, as President RooseveH said, to make them re- 
member for a thousand years.

ONE WORD MORE 
By RALPH McGILL. 
A BOOK, AN ARTICLE Here of late I seem to be recommend- 


ing books. This time it is, “We Can- 
not Escape History,” by John T. Whittaker. There is new stuff 
in it and there is strong stuff. 

I don’t know whether isolationists read books or not. I hope 
they will read this one which puts down the 
whole story, from June 30, 1934, until now. 
It is not a diary, nor one of the first-hand 
accounts by newspaper correspondents. It is an 
appraisal by a student and a thinker and an 
excellent reporter of facts. 

Much of what he says is very different 
from the accepted views. When you read 
them you know he is right. 

He is the first one to show that what has 
happened in Russia—what made the Five-Year 
Plan go—was a revival of nationalism. 

The Russians are fighting and dying for 
their country and for their government inci- 
dentally. They have come to believe in that 
government because it finally learned the 
lesson of nationalism. 

Some of this book will make you shiver. 

If we do not make an enduring peace, by 
turning our backs firmly on isolationism, we 

shall face, some 30 or 40 years from now, a Germano-Russian 
alliance backed by a Communistic and industrialized far east. 

It takes only a small amount of imagination to see what would 
happen to the western hemisphere. 

That is why it disturbs me today to see certain powerful forces 
s°t in motion which have for their purpose the taking over of the 
governmental machinery of the postwar days. It is apparent they 
will want to try to make the nation at least partially isolationist, 
withdrawing it from full participation in the responsibilities of 
the postwar problems. 

If they do, there will be another war within 30 years. We 
already have seen, plainly, what withdrawal means. 


CHURCHILL’S PLANS Churchill, in his “The World Crisis— 
The Aftermath,” has described what 


happened to England when the war was done. Robert Graves and 
a co-author have done the same thing in their critical study, “The 
Long Weekend,” a study of England from the first World War to 
the second. 

The stagnation and the dole of a postwar flatness were what 
the English soldiers returned to find. 

As Churchill has explained, the British people are planning 
today how the wartime capacity to execute orders for a miuilion 
tons of bombs or a million dwelling houses, shall be utilized after 
the war for a vast slum clearance or fur some great development 
in agriculture. 

Already, in this country, there are planners who are thinking 
in terms of taking the war plants ana producing more consumer 
goods, employing more persons, than .the war produced or 
employed. 

All that is vitally important. 

England has said that social security will be, as it now is, 
one of the greatest aims of peacetime England. This does not mean 
a socialization, but it does mean government planning. 

. What is important is to get the people to thinking along those 
ines. 

Obviously, if business is able to step in and do the right sort 
of a job, there will be no necessity for regulation and control. 

Obviously, if there is opportunity for work, advancement, and 
for security, there will be no desire for Socialism or Communism. 

That ought to be plain. It isn’t necessary to write tirades 
against Communism or to try and keep it out with laws so much 
as it is necessary to make our own government the more desirable. 
THE ARTICLE In this week's Saturday Evening Post there is 

an article by Demaree Best worth the reading. 

He attempts, out of a very real store of knowledge, to say 
what Russia wants. | 

He thinks that Russia will have a great influence in the Balkan 
countries; that the Slav peoples will be wnified as never before; 
that Russia will want back what she had under the Tsars in so far 
as territory is concerned. 

That much for territory. 

As to the peace and the planning for it, he thinks Russia's 
terms now have always been well known to this country and to 
England. 

Russia has refused to pledge in advance that she will violate 
the treaty with Japan. 

Russia has demanded a free hand which 
adjoin her frontiers. 

Russia expects full partnership in all postwar planning for 
world security. 

That is plain enough. And realistic enough. 

Russia has managed to handle her affairs in a manner which 
has given her the most desperate Share of the war, but one which 
involves only one foe. We and England have two. 

Best concludes, “. . . we Americans must first make up our 
own minds about what we are fighting for. Thus far we have 
left our allies in doubt about our future intentions by advancing 
all sorts of conflicting proposals. Some of us talk about breakin 
up the British Empire, while others talk of restoring it. Some o 
us boast that this is the ‘American century’ or urge that we share 
everything we possess with less fortunate peoples; while others 
worry about how we can pay our own war expenses and insist 
that our government make no further postwar commitments. 

“Thus it is the United States, and not Soviet Russia, which 
today presents the world’s greatest enigma, and our immediate 
concern is not with the Russian enigma—which is really no enigma 
at all—but with the American enigma, which we alone can solve.” 

That assuredly is true. We have not made up our own minds, 
and the isolationists are going merrily ahead. We need to decide.

The vegetable crop is doubly important this 
year. It was a coincidence that the freeze came 
along just as the rationing of canned vegetables 
went into effect. It had the housewife worried. 
The freeze extended into Florida and seems to 
have done almost as much damage down there as 
it did here. All is well that ends well. If we 
have cabbage and collards and turnips, carrots 
and beets and onions, we can face the problem 
of rationing without complaint.

Encourage Soldiers 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—Saturday evening we had the pleas- 
ure of welcoming Mr. Anthony Eden for the first time on this visit. 
He was very kind to me when I was in Great Britain and I was 
very happy to see him again. 

Sunday afternoon I went to the Pan-Ameri- 
can building, where, between 4 and 5 every 
Sunday afternoon, they have an hour of music 
and entertainment for the many government 
workers and service men who visit the build- 
ing. I was glad of the opportunity to say a 
few words about the charming South American 
water colors, which are still on exhibition. 

Later, I had the pleasure of seeing Mary 
Grigs, who is attached to the British ministry 
of agriculture and who has been here some gs See 
time working with our Department of Agri- 2 ee 
culture. In the evening we had a mixed group ps 
of diplomats and military men to view some pictures my inane 
wished to have shown after supper. 

It is a great satisfaction to feel that the promise has been made 
to the men in our armed forces, that they shall not again return 
to a country that has not thought through a method of economy 
which will prevent them from being jobless and hungry. The 
President has presented to congress a report from the National 
Resources Planning Bo&rd, which I am glad to see has formed a 
basis for their own study. They have already named a committee, 
which, according to the papers, will begin work on Monday or 
Tuesday. 

I can think of nothing which will hearten our men who fight 
all over the world, so much as to know that both the executive 
and legislative branches of. their government are determined to see 
that there shall be no recurrence of the postwar period of the 20’s 
and 30’s, and that their interests are being considered during their 
absence. 

There is need this time to prevent the boom period, just as 
much as the depression — If we can keep an even keel and 
retain employment for those now at work and gradual] absorption 
of the men in the armed forces as they are returned to civilian life, 
we shall prove to the world that democracies can work to the 
people’s advantage. 

I am going to New York City to attend a tea this afternoon, 
where a group of people interested in helping refugee children in 
this country will be present. This evening I go with the Crown 
Princess Martha of Norway to the rally at Madison Square Garden, 
in New York City, for the American Red Cross workers.

The underprivileged children who need the 
benefit of supervised play, who need to come under the 
influence of understanding supervisors, are involved.

‘dren whose parents are engaged in war industry and are 
more or less shifting for themselves also are involved. Just 
ordinary taxpayers’ children have a part in it, too. 

The future citizens of a great city are being considered 
in this vital playground problem. This simmers down, 
actually, to a debate*for better citizenship or enlarged 
juvenile delinquency ¢ourts. |

. The Red Cross needs blood-money. 
Blood-Money It is only sporting that Atlantans 
should open their hearts and pocketbooks in a great crusade 
for humanity. 

Sporting men probably know that blood plasma 
already has saved the lives of many an athlete now 
engaged in the defense of the principles of de- 
mocracy. ; 

It is possible that boxing’s “Man of the Year,” 
Barney Ross, a hero of Guadalcanal, would not be 
alive today except for blood plasma. He has just re- 
cently suffered a relapse from malaria fever in New 
York and is under a physician’s care. If it had not 
been for blood plasma he may never have returned 
from the fighting front, where he also was wounded. 
Money is needed to operate the blood bank, as well as 

blood. There are so many humanitarian phases for which 
money is sorely needed by this great agency of human 
kindness. (Atlanta’s quota is $600,000.) 

Besides the blood bank, locally, there is the home serv- 
ice. If, for any reason, contact between homes and service 
men abroad cannot be established, home service acts as a 
go-between and sees that it is done. Stranded soldiers are 
provided with necessary funds to get home. — 

The wrapping of bandages for distribution abroad 
is another important local service. Much of the work 
is donated but there must be paid supervisors. 
Prisoners of war are cared for by the Red Cross, which 

is the only organization that can contact them. Boxes of 
food, cakes and candies are provided. 

It really should not be necessary for the Red Cross to 
make an appeal for these things. The need is self-evident.
